Tbe Tariff (lueitlon. 

She reader vrill qaUe aaderatatid 
that tbe ohoioe beiweoD the Canadian 
^Tariif and oar prosenl one has beou ro. 
mittedtotbe Legialatlve Con noil to 
decide, and tbM i& stands oomplotely 
disasBOOiated from the main qaesiiou of 
OoafederaiioD. Wo . ooafesB to somo 
didappointmsnt at tbo remarks of tbe 
Hon Mr Tralch upon this subject, on 
WedtioHduy, wbon moving to go into 
Committoo on Iho Coufedorutioii Terms 
ne said that if called upon lo miiko a 
cboico between tbo two lurllFs bu wowld 
not beaitato to aoeopt tbat ot Canada, 
SB it meant roduooJ tuxuiion ; but 
lhat, iDaeniuob an it was not abeolutoly 
neceBBary that tbo qiioation Bbould bo 
decided 7WW, ho thought it might be 
better to delay tbo rieciaioii till some 
future period, So very much haH ulrandy 
nppoarcd in these columns upon this 
eubject thai wo trust wo Bhail bo juwli- 
fied in arisuping that iho general public 
fully understand its moritrt Indeed, 
the unanimity with whiob tbe eloctors 
throughout tbo Colony pronounood in 
favor of tbu (Juuudian TurilT at the polls 
■would appear to dispel all doubi. u|inii 
that point. And it would, indeed, be 
•trange if tbo colonists should pruf'or to 
retain the present high and ill-adjoatod 
tariff, under Confederation, thereby 
paying into the Dominion Treasury a 
little short of one hundred ihousiind 
dollars a year jnore than their fair shiiro 
of Customs rovouuo ; and all for the 
*ake of Bocnrinp to the pooplo of Var- 
cooTer Islaod, the Lower Fruser unti 
the Beaooast Bottleninntfl, the luxury oi 
paying a tax of $1 60 inntead of SOot* 
per barrel on flciur, and tbo people ol 
every pa^t of the Colon v pay- 
ing 82 50, instead of SO etc 
per gallon on spirita. J3at, it 
appears to be agreed on all bands that 
the Canadian Tariff will bo preferable 
to oar own, under a system vfhich taken 
Ibe rovenuo derived from cubtoms duties 
away out of the Colony. Tbo only 
disputo 18 as to whether a ^dooisioo 
should be come to now or at somo 
luturo time. We aro utterly at a loss 
lo discover a cogent reason for poai- 
pouing the decision ; but we can furoisli 
more than ooe ogainst delay. Admii- 
tcd that tbo Canadian tarifl' ii prelcf' 
abie to'the prsient one, why delay tbe 
acoeptaoce of an aolcowledged good ? 
Admitted that the change is to be 
made, tbe sooner it ii mado the bettor, 
To the comtnereittl mind tbo objoctions 
to such dtday must lie doar and im;- 
sisiiblo. To suspend luob a change over 
the commerce of the country is to 
paralyze trade, It can be no secret 
that under Confederali ni, with the Cana- 
dian TurifT, our commercial comiec'iiciiH 
will undergo material ci'iangep, Tbu 
sooner an end is put to all susponso 
upon tbe subject of tariffs tho better. 
If »e are to bave the Oanadian Tariff 
tbe sooner we accept it tbo better for all 
intor«sii and ail oIbsbob. Any dolay' 
moit operate most iojariouBly to tradu,'| 
Were thoro any roaMOn to think tlia' 
the mind of tbg Colony had not been 
intelligeniiy and conclutiively mado up 
in reference to thia question one 
could nnderetand the proposition 
to postpone its ■ettlemout. Etu 
no pretence ot tbe kind can bo 
urged, Ferliaps no question ban evor 
been more fully diHcunsed and bu'ler 
understood. Certainly none has oror 
evoked a more uoeqivooal verdict at tbe 
polls. In every constituency, save one, 
laas tho vordiet been diHtif.ct and em. 
pha'ic. — "Let u-i have ibo Canadian 
Tariff.'' And oven now do we nee the Alain, 
land boldlii;^ public mootin^a and rcso- 
lutiouizmi; in favor of accepting the 
Oanadian Tariif Bat| we do not for a 
mompnt im^i^ine that tbe Logislativo 
Ooanod wil' hesitate. Eight out of the 
nine elected mumbors aro ))ledged lu 
vote for tlio imintjdia'.o accxplanco uf tbo 
Canadian tmiir, and tbero is uo reuHun 
to think tbcy will go couiitur to their 
pledges. Tbo appointed members known 
that tbe people have pronounced in 
favor of the immediate uccopiaiico of 
fbe Canadian Tariff, and tbero ih no 
reason for suppofini.f that tbiy will rbI 
thomselvoa in opposition to the iutolli, 
gont wish ol the people, iiotti tbu 
elected and appointed memborH tnu^^t 
know Ibat^ It it tbe true interest ot tbe 
Colony to accept tho Canadian Tanfl', 
and they are not likely to run countoi 
to reaaou; oud iutercdt, and common 
Bense.

Mr Nelson (bought tbe population ol the 
Msinlnod was greater tfian tbJlof Yancou- 
vsr Idend, and at no time in Ibe history of 
British Columbia has tbe population of Van- 
couver Island been equal lo that of the 
Mftir^land, tiud Le knew the icicroaaa of tliii 
pnpulaliuii on the Mainliir.d wouhl bo far 
grualer in Hia fulure. It w as not lair lo 
lake Ibe p'oseut lima for mukin>; lucb an 
unequal diviiior, Tba probabiliiy ol Ihe 
iooreasB ol tbe Mainland population sfaoold 
be taken Into acconnt. 

Mr Uamphrevi) would eupport tliu amend- 
inuut, not btcuuao he wan a .Mainland ino.n- 
Oor, but btioau'it; ii was right. This wm not 
the only blunder tbe DolagitHa bad taid.. 
Thia qutslioo should have bean previously 
considered. Tbey should buve known that 
fix membeTB would oauee a iquabble. Had 
tbcy made tbe number seven tbeo there woold 
have been four for the Moioland .md three 
fur Ihe Idland. He could show why tho 
Mainland should have niuro inenibtra than 
the Island. The Mainland wu3 vastly inoro 
ezteoaiva and the intericr lur aiiriouliural 
purposes far surpassed Vancouver Inland, 
which be described as being rooky and 
worth leas except as lo Its coal. Ho thought 
the population of tba maioland exceeded ibai 
(il Vmii'.ouvcr Idland. Ttio balance ol power 
had olwuya boeu luiid by the lelanil. 
I'l.oy had the odv.i[it.it;o ol concHniration. To 
no tbroujili a District on tho m.iinluiid took 
about two' monibe. Borne oi tho Districts 
ware largar than Ireland, eome as large as 
all of Vancouver hlund. Hj was not iufla- 
enoed by any foulinij; of jaalouay towards 
Ibis Island, Ho wad under great obligation 
10 the propla ot Victoria, ond he wanted to 
nee it fairly re. roatuitad. Il was but lair 
andju/it that tho rmiinland dbould have livo 
rcpreseotaliTBS, There was a leelin)^ on tho 
iiittinland that the Vioioria.i8 want to honi- 
awo^Mle evarytbing, and beibouahi ihe dry 
dock aud other things were oousidered. Ha 
thought thoy were really trying to born* 
swogylo overytbing. 

Blr Nalhiiii said the hon merobor for New 
Wcsiirdn-ter called cvijryiliin;^ unjuai thiit 
was in f»var ot Vicloria. Ha ( ,Vlr X.iibaii) 
iliought tbe population of Yaiicouver Islan 
ecjual to that of the muiuland :it the proscni 
tune, and the lulora should legislate for la- 
self. He tbongbl aa tqtial division fair and 
tquitab'e. 

Mr Huniphrcy.i siid thnt Rornethine morf 
than t!io marf ii^jeri iiin ot the junior iiieiuber 
for Victoria City was cet'e9>ary to deeide tne 
qufstion.

The land bad no efleci, but only the porple. 
There was no other poaeible division but 
ihreo and three.

Wo fiavo u lar^jer number of represenlativos 
now ihaii our prop inion . Tbo hon ineuiber 
lor Cariboo wauti lo pour uil on itie troubled 
waters, but instead of that ba makes tho 
matter warse. He did not think iho luxling 
prevailed in Victoria (hut was attributed to 
it by Ihe Mainland members. We bave 
endeavored on nil occasions lo do more ihan 
justice to the .Miimland, Tbiira are no disa 
tricts on tbo Maiiil tiul that can give s j largo 
a popuUtioii as tha districts prnpoiied for 
Vancouver Islaad. This matter should uoi 
bs treated as purely local. Tbaro are no 
l:;eul qour^tions to be dealt with in tbo Ca- 
nadian l-'arliaineni — only Domioional mai> 
lurs come up there, It is wicked, tberelore, 
to r.iilo loeal qutstioaa in ^uoh a cnse aa 
iliin. A' t) wliRi was sriid iiriout llie n-il- 
tiibnosa o' Victoria, ihty looked after tnuir 
ovra^ iateresis ju»t us people of the othur 
districts looked after ibeire. As regaided 
the iiopulutiou, he did not tbiok the increaao 
woulil b'i an i^rcut on tbe Mainland as on the 
Inlnti.].
